‘I am encouraged in this matter by 
the moderate view which is being ‘taken 
by the Governments of other great naval 
powers, but it is better that we should 
speak plainly of the’ greatest naval 
power in the world apart- from: our- 
gélyed. We see the United States Senate 
is. laying down the principle that Amer- 
ica shall maintain a navy at least equal 
to that of any other power. That is a

So long ago as last November 


National Commander of the American 
Legion, said that the effectiveness of 
the many organizations ‘engaged. in 
Americanization work was ‘greatly 
** decreased on account of the duplica- 
“(tion of effort.’’ It is no éxaggera- 
tion to say that hundreds of civic 
bodies, well-meaning and -conscien- 
tious, were working on plans, some 
of them extrayagant or impracticable, 
to make material of the “ melting 
pot ’’ 100 per cent. American. The 
field of operations was the whole 
continental United States, city. and 
country, the school, the shop, the 
factory, ‘the mine, the lumber camp 
and the farm. Studies made by the 
Carnegie Cerporation of New York 
were to fill eleven ‘volumes. _ In. the 
first ene completed the author alluded 
o ‘' the formal schooling of the’ im- 
migrant ’’ as only a step in Ameri- 
eanization. | ‘‘ Not only the school,’’ 
he said, “‘ but the home, the church, 
‘* the street, the playground, the mov- 
‘* ing picture, the job, are factors that 
‘* determine the character and ten- 
‘* deneies of the citizen.'’
